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The Toby Creek Flood 
Control Project 
AS this newspaper has several Umps 
noted In the Interest of local flood pro­ 
tection a good working model for practical 
and corroborative inform ation about a pres­ 
sure conduct project, such as is overwhelm* 
lr civ favored here, exists at Kins.'-ton and 
Edwardsville Pa on the Susquehanna river 
opposite W ilkes-Barre. 
T h at project has 
been completed, has proved Its usefulness 
and offers al! the guidance necessary for 
th e Cum berland area for the reason th a t 
,t m eets condiUons identical w ith those 
existing here. 
The project Is known as the Toby creek 
pressure conduit system. 
The conduit ca r­ 
ries the flow of Toby creek through the 
two boroughs into the Susquehanna Sixty 
per cent of those towns was inundated in 
th e M arch 
1936. flood with a property 
dam age of *omc $4 000,000 
Flood damages 
were suffered on other occasions. 
The 
contributing drainage area la th irty -th ree 
square miles. 
The Toby creek project was designed 
bv United States Army Engineers, and the 
lesuits show th a t they did a splendid piece 
t.f work 
The culvert along Toby creek is 6 400 
feet in length. 
The inlet works comprise 
an Impounding basin formed by two earthen 
levees, each about 1.900 feet long with a 
m axim um height of twenty-six feet: an 
overflow spillway and a drop inlet to the 
culvert. 
The outlet works comprise a concrete 
»• liliiig basin with side walls 190 feet long 
and twenty feet high. 
The cross acc Hon of the culvert Is a 16 5 
foot diam eter circle except for special rec- 
tan g u Jar section* at the in tak e the outlet 
a id the overhead crossings 
The slope of 
the rilv e rt below the drop inlet Is .0 5 per 
cent for 3 800 feet and 0 244 per cent for 
2 600 feet. 
The Inlet works cost $575 OOO. the culvert 
11220 000 and the outlet works $270,000, 
m aking a total of $2 065 000. 
The final closure in the culvert proper 
was not made until November. 1942. but 
the incomplete structure had bepn divert­ 
ing ’he flow of Toby creek since the sum ­ 
mer of 1941. 
The concrete drop Inlet, 
structure wa* redesigned In 1942 and Is 
now being rebuilt to provide a more effi­ 
cient intake and to prevent the entrance 
ct debris 
This Inform ation has been received by 
the SeM'S from M D Bell, chief of the engi­ 
neering division of the United States Engi­ 
neer Office at Syracuse, N Y 
He gives 
an idea of the effectiveness of the project. 
“Tile structure has been subjected to 
*evere flood conditions both from floods on 
Toby creek and from floods on the Susque­ 
hanna river ” Mr Bell states, “and has suc- 
c ssfully prevented any local dam age to 
th# com m unities through which it passes. 
“However 
considerable quantities 
of 
debris consisting of sand, gravel and rock, 
have been brought into the culvert from 
♦he m ountainous drainage area above, and 
as a result it has been necessary to create 
a settling or debris basin at the entrance. 
This is being accomplished by thp construc­ 
tion of a concrete weir about twelve feet 
high at the entrance. 
“A pressure culver draining an urban 
or largely stabilized area would not need 
Ruch a structure, 
It Is advisable for a 
pr*-Mire culvert to have if possible, a slope 
per cent or greater to prevent the 
option of solid m aterials which may 
sr the culvert."

It paid in the loss of 
its national Identity, the defeat of its 
arm ed forces and the enslavem ent of its 
people.

No longer do thoughtful Americans 
worry about the quality of their fighting- 
sge men 
They know th at the real Amer­ 
ica still lives.

lished by the Viking Presa, 
which will fake 
no 
profits 
from 
the 
venture,

W a lc o tt himself refused any 
profit from his present to the 
troops. 
Well, it is a m agnificent 
gift this little 
book 
of 
650 
pages—and the Browser wish­ 
es he had som ething like it in 
th a t other war of which he 
was an excited and interested 
elem ent 
Ax the publishers 
say 
“ 'Ax You W ere' Is built 
like a jeep—it is com part, efficient and m arvel­ 
ously versatile.” ’ And as a jeep will take a sol­ 
dier places, so will th is good book. 
Characteristically Mr Woolcott In his fore­ 
word recalled th at back in 1918 and 1919 when 
lie was on the “S tars and Stripe*” and 
q u ar­ 
tered rn Paris, he had considerable difficulty 
with the M PA who delighted in stopping sol­ 
diers and sergeant* and compelling them to 
produce docum ents from the depths of their 
blouses 
But one day he roamed ail over P an s 
without being molested even once by an M P. 
He m editated on the phenomenon and reached 
the conclusion th a t it could have happened only 
because he wax carrying a book. T hereafter he 
never left his hotel w ithout a prop volume and 
was *a'e . . , He recom mends th at any tru an t 
soldier of today should carry "As You Were ’ un­ 
der hi* arm 
The book Is a rich treasure and Mr Wool­ 
cott, has not yielded to the tem ptation to make 
it a book of war stories. 
It is singularly free 
from such literature 
Or, one page will be Joel 
C handler H arris's ’’Uncle Remus", on another 
Hemlnewav's 
“Fifty 
G ran d ”, 
or 
Em erson's 
“Concord Hymn" or C C. M oores “Visit from 
St Nicholas’’. Here s a letter from Nicola Banco 
to his son only a few pages away from W illiam 
Allen W hite’s imperishable obituary notice for 
bus young daughter Mary - and in the sam e
